_ The selection of top club teams to tour 
Australia in. June will be completed by Aus- 
tralian Soccer Federation commercial director 
Peter Sheean i in London this week. 


The ASF World Cup Committee, under chairman Peter 
McCann, settled the guidelines at its meeting in Sydney at the 
weekend, 

Among the overseas clubs involved in final negotiations are 
Manchester United, Nottingham Forest and Arsenal (England). 
Glasgow Rangers (Scotland), Inter Milan and Udinese (Italy), 
Real Madrid (Spain) and Aris Salonika (Greece). ; 

“‘One aspect is to find out which clubs will provide us with at 
least one return game in Europe later in the year,’’ Shecan said 

“Also, we are determined to get tours within Australia com- 
pletely on the rails for the future by opening up discussions on 
1985 tours as well 

‘There is no chance that these visits will take place on an ad 
hoc basis as has so often been the case in the past.’ 

The ASF and NSL have come to an agreement under which the 
NSL will stage only National Cup and deferred matches during 
June. 

For its part the ASF has undertaken to leave the local scene to 
the NSL for the balance of the season. 

McCann said a number of younger players with high prospects 
can be expected to play in the Australian elevens and State teams 
that are to meet the tourists. 

“The best of the players who competed for Australia in the 
World Youth Cup in 198] and 1983 must come into calculations," 
he continued. 

‘We could have brought some in for the Merlion Cup in Sing- 
apore, but in our judgement it would have been unfair to develop a 
team at the expense of the Singapore Footbal] Association 

“We were the cup holders, we had asked Singapore to assist us 
in delaying the tournament and we had to face potentially dan- 
gerous opponents in China, South Korea and Thailand." 

National coach Les Scheinflug was eagerly awaiting the an- 
nouncement of the June touring teams as the future World Cup 
players will gain experience against them. 

He said. ‘'The away tour at the end of the year is likely to be for 
a month. 

‘Ideally I would prefer six weeks, but I know that the avail- 
ability of quality matches and tour costing must be considered 

“‘l am satisfied that the majority of our best players are al- 


ready in the squad. 
“Actually I might not need many more than three replace. 
ments, especially if my players hold their form.”

That’s what 
most soccer fans will call Wollongong City if 
new coach Adrian Alston, who made 61 ap- 
pearances for Australia, is successful in sign- 
ing Peter Wilson, the Socceroo appearance 
record holder, having donned the green and 
gold on 114 occasions. 


There’s a hitch though. Wilson’s club APIA is asking $10,000 for 
the veteran defender. 

Wollongong has had to substantially slash its player payments. 
There are no signing-on fees and no basic wages. The Wolves 
have reverted to an incentive system of win, draw and loss pay- 
ments. 

Wollongong’s gates last year were about 40,000 down on 1982 
figures. The loss of $15,000 in sponsorship from the Corrimal 
Leagues club escalated the financial crisis at the club. 


The Wolves still owe about $20,000 in signing-on fees for 1983 but 


have paid all match payments for last season. And the giant Kern 


Corporation and the Fraternity Bowling and Recreation Club 
have come to the sponsorship party for 1984. 

Striker Roy Cotton has joined Penrith City for $7,000 and Soc- 
ceroo striker Phil O’Connor and Wolves 1983 captain Chris Dun- 
leavy are certain to leave. Blacktown City was trying to negotiate 
a package deal to buy O'Connor and Dunleavy late last week. 

Goalkeeper Jim Preston is trialling with Hong Kong First Divi- 
sion club Ezindabad and won’t be available for the kick-off to 
the new season. Natch Vardareff and former Canberra goalkee- 
per Ron Tilsed have signed for Wollongong so coach Alston is well 
off in the goalkeeping department. 

Tilsed was one of Alston’s first signings. The former Arsenal 
and English youth team arr ed gave the game away in the late

“The club’s attitude must change. We must give district 
players a better chance of playing in the NSL, and we also must 
alter our style of play. We cannot rely on kick and run tactics any 
more. That’s not the soccer our fans would like to see.” 


The Illawarra is the region with proportionally the highest im- 
migrant population in Australia.

His decision raised many an 
eyebrow. How can anyone quit 
at the peak, at 28, a truly tender 
age for goalies? 

How can anyone throw away 
the No. | shirt of the current 
champion team, St.George and 
also of Australia? The oppor- 
tunity of playing, in 1986, in the 
World Cup finals? Fame, trav- 
el, glory, money? 

The more cynical among us 
reacted swiftly by saying: 
That’s how much soccer means 
to local players: no more thana 
passing hobby, like stamp col- 
lectng. possibly bird watching. 
Something you'd grow out of as 
you mature. 

But Greedy’s decision was 
not made in a fit of pique: his 
very early retirement shows, in 
capsule form, some of the deep- 
lying problems of Australian 
soccer. It proves once again, if 
there is a need to prove it, that 
we still are one of the very few 
true-blue amateur countries left 
in this commercialised world. 
“Put yourself in my shoes,” 
Greedy explains. 


“T live at Minto and teach at 
Milperra Primary School. My 
daily routine, four nights a 
week, was this: Leaving the 
house at 8am, finishing at the 
school at 5pm, rushing to Rock- 
dale for training, then home by 
Spm, dead tired, falling into 
bed. 

“IT hardly ever saw my wife 
Rosemary or my two kids, aged 
23 and one, except perhaps on 
Saturdays. Week after month 
after year, virtually leaving my 
wife to bring up the kids.

“We will get down to an 
annual budget of about 
$260,000." says manager-coach 
Frank Arok. “Three years 
ago, when the club was relega- 
ted, the budget was $400,000 

“Two years ago our players 
cost us some $230,000 a year; 
this year we will have to make 
do with $120,000. And this 
means cuts in wages, con- 
tracts and fees.” 

The Saints. like almost all 
other clubs, are no longer pre- 
pared to throw money around 
by the fistful for the dubious 
and certainly intangible glory 
of finishing high up 

At the same time, Arok is 
working hard — in his case this 
means 12 hours a day — on in- 
creasing his revenue poten- 
tials 

There is a good chance that 
Svdney Olympic will play all 
or most of its home matches at 
St George Stadium and it’s 
also possible that the NSL 
“Match of the Day” will be 
staged there every week, for 
TV purposes 

“If this comes about, we are 
prepared to boost the flood 
lighting capacity of the sta- 
dium and build permanent 
“cages” for TV cameras 
around the ground,”” he says 

Under these economic belt- 
tightening conditions, it must 
please Arok that all the 1983 
players have re-signed — with 
two exceptions.

Defender Bill Amey's 
whereabouts are unknown but

Striker Graham Honeyman, 
after hinting at possible retire- 
ment, has decided to have an- 
other crack. So too has sweep- 
er Neil McGachey who told all 
he had hung up his boots for 
good last year 

You need a crystal ball to 
determine former Socceroo 
goalkeeper Martyn Crook’s 
future. A spate of injuries, a 
drop in form and a resultant 
fall from grace with the fans 
who once feted him, has left 
Crook in limbo and in dispute.

Sweeper Neil Banfield is in 
the UK with Orient (and it 
doesn’t look like he’ll return 
this season); midfielder Stew- 
art Blair is going back to Az- 
zurri; there’s doubt over de- 
fender Phil Cole; Kiwi inter- 
national Glenn Dods, after 
changing his mind about re- 
signing with the club, did an 
about face and decided to quit 
for family reasons; there was 
a protracted dispute with bril- 
liant Joe Mullen that only re- 
cently has been resolved. 

Kreft himself is in a bind. 
Because of his employment at 
the gas and oilfields of outback 
Moomba, Kreft has had little 
time with his players. He may 
even miss the club's first NSL 
matches 

Filling the role for the time 
being is former Italian profes- 
sional Mario Corti (coach of 
the club’s State League team), 
with help from former Ju- 
ventus coach Bob D’Ottavi 
{also the club’s football direct- 
or). 

Despite the gloom that hung 
over the club last season, 
there's an atmosphere of opto- 
mism and enthusiasm, partic- 
ularly on the part of the two 
stalwarts, Caruso and D’Otta- 
vi 

There's even the ex- 
pectation of a resurgence to 
the levels enjoyed by Juventus 
before the last administration 
took over. 

There’s no money to buy 
players. Juventus is being 
frugal by discharging ballast 
of useless players who should 
never have been bought in the 
first place. 

But the undeniable talent at 
Juventus is still there. Bugsy 
Nyskohus — arguably one of 
the country’s finest club and 
team men — will play again; 
Charley Villani may still live 
up to his youth promise; 
Sergio Melta gets better each 
season and there’s the bril- 
liance of Joe Mullen who needs 
only to repeat the form of late 
last year to be an automatic in- 
clusion in the national squad. 

Kreft’s appointment, and 
that of Corti, indicates Ju- 
ventus is turning back the 
clock to the days when skill 
was its game. 

With skill comes enter- 
tainment. That's all fans ask 
If the clubs can come up with 
the goods, they'll see the 
results at the turnstiles. 

As grandstand critics, we 
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fuss was about. 


For years the ASF stuck to its guns about “foreign named” clubs not being 
admitted to the National League — with one or two notable exceptions, of 


course. 


These, we were told, disgust and discourage 
decent true-blue Aussies and keep them away 
from matches, 

What has kept people from flocking to 
watch the Auburns, Sutherlands, Manly and 
others has never been explained 

But now, miraculously, foreign names are 
OK once again: we can have a Croatia, Juven- 
tus, Melita, whatever you like. 

_ In Croatia's case this is especially curious: 
time and time again we used to hear from ASF 
moguls that “‘they’ll never be admitted under 
that name as long as I’m here.” So maybe 
they are not there any longer. 

Needless to say, we applaud this probably 
temporary return to sanity: a hundred and one 
different things may keep people from watch- 
ing NSL games — but certainly not club 
names. 

_ If that had been the case, then Sydney City 

“(nee Hakoah) Leichhardt and some others 
would have had their grounds bursting at the 
seams. 

This newspaper as such and myself as an 
individual have campaigned long enough 
against the xenophobic bias which for years — 
indeed, decades — tried to convince the public 
that, for example, APIA is a “foreign name” 
pie Leichhardt is simply adored by the pop- 
ulace. 

Now it's time to forget the whole senseless 
argument, pay absolutely no attention to the 


laments of the few remaining bigots and try to: 


find the REAL reason why soccer’s popularity 
has nosedived over the years.

In yet another area, the ASF has per- 
formed a double sommersault with a 
twist during the summer. Perhaps it 
should be called a summersault. 

A couple of weeks ago it was announced that 
in 1984 “‘only club teams would visit Australia 
— not national sides.” 

And they mentioned Liverpool, Fiorentina. 
Juventus, Glasgow Rangers, AEK and others 

Precisely a year ago the ASF — if [ recall. 
Sir Arthur George — announced that from 
now on we would invite only full national sides 
as nobody was interested in visiting clubs 

Maybe in a year such an interest has devel- 


in retrospect, we may all relax and wonder what all the 


oped to an appreciable degree. 

I don’t have very strong feelings about the 
matter either way; I'd be just as happy to see 
England as Liverpool, Italy as Juventus, 
Greece as AEK. 

It also makes little difference to the Aus- 
tralian or State teams whether they face a 
strong national or club team. 

What I find difficult to understand is how 
the ASF can change its POLICY so drama- 
tically in 12 months. 

Now, in heaven’s name, did they reach the 
first conclusion and what overpowering logic 
forced them to change their minds? 

One has reason to suspect that we have no 
“foreign policy” at all, no long range plans for 
the national team, and very little knowledge 
of the international scene. 

Some of the men on the World Cup Com- 
mittee couldn't tell Glasgow Rangers from 
the Forest Rangers who guard Yellowstone 
Park, yet with disarming innocence they 
dabble into this mysterious subject. 

This is February 1984, in case you forgot. 
The World Cup elimination matches may start 
later this year — but certainly in 1985; the 
finals are in 1986. 

Whoever is in charge of the national team 
should know by now when and how he can pre- 
pare for these hurdles. 

A detailed plan should exist very precisely 
worked out against overseas teams who could 
help us in our World Cup preparations. 

And, even more dramatically, that plan 
should be executed without further changes. 

But. clearly. this is asking for a bit too 
much. xk

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Syd. Croatia arrives 
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At last — merciful last, some would say — 
sanity has prevailed: Sydney Croatia has been 
admitted to the NSL without forcing it to 
change its name. 


Now the old argument is about to be settled: 
will the club be such an asset to senior soccer as 
advocates of its cause have been arguing for seven 
years or so? 


Croatia's youthful, energetic manager-coach Attila Abonyi is 
optimistic. 

“I feel Croatia have arrived where they always belonged. It 
was plain crazy to keep them out so long just because they wanted 
to keep their name. 


“When I left them, in 1980, after three successful and happy 
years, I did so because I feared that bias would permanently pre- 
vent their progress, I’m happy to be back now.” 


So could be Croatia. After all, it has Abonyi. one of the all-time 
greats of our soccer who, since turning to coaching in 1978, has 
won numerous titles with Croatia and then Melita and appears to 
be one of the few up-and-coming managers on the local scene. 


Of course, Abonyi knows full well that more than enthusiasm, 
will De needed to ‘mix it with the big boys."’ 


“‘We have 23 players in training at present and that includes six 
we have not yet signed,”’ he says. “In the next few weeks we'll 
sort things out 


“In Savor, Watson, the Kovacic brothers and some others from 
last year we have a talented and young nucleus for 1984. 


“‘We have also signed three new players: Shane Clinch and 
Steve Meades from Sutherland, Paul Kerwan from Blacktown. 
And we have lost only one, Peter Hensman who, due to chronic 
back and other injuries, has decided to retire.” 


Goalkeeper Ron Gisbourne, formerly of Riverwood and Banks- 
town. also may join Croatia. 


Croatia will play its matches at its Edensor Park ground, five 
minutes drive from Marconi’s — provided the NSL approves the 
venue. Abonyi admits that the ground needs some improvements 
— such as widening and the installation of some seating — but 
adds that these have been scheduled anyway by his club. 


_ A modern, spacious clubhouse with all the usual club facilities 
is 50 metres from the playing field — an ideal set-up which only 
Marconi and Blacktown can emulate of the other Sydney clubs. 
Without being too daring, he predicts average crowds of 4,000 or 
more in 1984 — with anything up to 10,000 for “specials” such as 
Olympic’s visit in the third round. 


Attila, like his former mentor, Frank Arok, is coaching, man- 
aging and administering the soccer club; he even wants to try 
some of Arok’s brilliant promotional and fund-raising schemes. 
On the field he is assisted by Luke Fabijanic — who, in 1977, was 
his first coach at Croatia — while off the field his main crutch is 
Tony Topic, now in his fifth year of club presidency. 


“We will do everything we can to prove that Croatia is an 
enormous asset to the NSL, not the liability some people have 
been claiming for years.”" he says 


“Of course we are a-basically ethnic club; of course, so are

City, Lions relegated 
in Qsld reshuffle 


Queensiand’s NSL 
Clubs, Brisbane City 
and Lions, have been 
relegated from the 
State’s top local 
competition — the 
Premier League — 
after a bitter wrangle 
which had the 
Queensland Soccer 
Federation in turmoil. 


But in a compromise deal, 
worked out as a final attempt 
to get the local season going, 
City and Lions will not be 
barred from being promoted 
back into the competition 

In fact there now will be 
automatic promotion and re- 
legation in all divisions 

Originally if was recom 
mended, by the four-man rest- 
ructuring committee chaired 
by OSF president lan Brusas- 
co. that the two NSL clubs 
never be allowed to play in the 
top Queenstand competition 

The committee also recom- 
mended that clubs should not 
be promoted until the manage- 
ment committee was satisfied 
that they met pre-set criteria 

Some clubs feared the man- 
agement committee would 
applv regional promotion and 
prevent teams from moving up 
until another in the same area 
was relegated 

Although Lions finished 
fourth in the Prmier League 
last year, and City last, both 
clubs’ reserve teams now will 
play in the new intermediate 
league. which under the new 
format adopted fast week will 
be the second of only two 10- 
team semi-professional 
leagues in Queensland 

All other clubs not selected 
in either the Premier League 
or the Intermediate League 
have been put into the amateur 
leagues : 

The placement of the re- 
serve teams of the two NSL 
clubs and regional promotion 
and relegation were the major 
issues which turned plans to 
restructure the federation into 
one of the biggest bunfights in 
Queensland soccer history 

There was also strong op- 
position from a group of clubs 
which did not want to go ama- 
feur 

The clubs rallied together 
and displayed a_ solidarity 
which stunned QSF officials. 


Ihey were successful in that 
the QSF management com- 
mitiee was unable to gain the 
necessary two-thirds majority 
to implement the con- 
stitutional changes needed to 
introduce the restructuring 
proposals 

The wrangle split the feder- 
ation down the middle and left 
soccer the laughing stock of 
other Queensland football 
codes 

The opposing clubs came up 
with a proposals which called 
for three-eight-team semi-pro- 
fessional leagues, and a new 


league Cup competition to sup: 
plement the season 


But that proposal was 
soundly defeated at last 
week's meeting 


Instead the clubs opted, 
almost unanimously, to back a 
management committee reso- 
lution for the 1984 season 
which contained many of the 
restructuring proposals and 
the promotion-relegation com- 
promises
